Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicants stated that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is 
improper because the instant claims require a probe matrix comprising a predetermined sequence of nucleotides, while 
Gress et al. shows a probe matrix with unsequenced polynucleotides, and shows using the probe matrix to determine 
which probes are of interest for subsequent sequencing. The applicants further stated that Fodor et al. shows short 
probes that are not each specific to a different gene, and that Granelli_Piperno et al. examines only a small number of 
genes for a response to a cell treatment. The examiner stated that the applicant's arguments would be considered 
upon filing of a response to the previous Office action. The applicants also stated that the rejection of claim 69 under 
35 U.S.C. § 101 was improper because the claim was drawn to functional descriptive material. The examiner stated 
that the data claimed in claim 69 would continue to be considered as non-functional descriptive material. . 
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
